_ @f and efpecially the Tranfaétions of the 
dm. Field ; I find People mighty forward 
"in giving their Opinion, before the Iffues 
of things, in which fometimes they live to 
_ fee themielves miftaken ; as how fhould it

Foundation? but it by a chance, greater 
- than tke blind Man catching the Hare,

__Tapply this Story to twoCafes ; Firft, 
30 our Gueffes at the Siege of Barcelona, 
_. which we all concluded, was rais’d by the 
_ French, tho’ without any other Notice, 
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than the really having no News at all: 
Now tho’ it is, J hope, very true, that che 
Seige is rais‘d,and our Calculations of time, 
as to the Sailing of our Fleet under Sir 
Fobn Leake, make it more than probable, 
he had feen the French Squadron, if chey 
would have ftay’d there for him, and that 
we determine them firong enough to fight 
them: yet I muft tell our Gentlemen, that 
if they confider two things, they might 
have feen thro’ all their Calculations. 

1. How much depends upon the taking 
the City of Barcelona, of what Confequence 
itis to the French to take it? What « 
Blow it will be to their Affairs, if.they mif- 
carry; and how it may not be long before 
the Confederates may enter Languedoc on 
that fide-— 

2. That 
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2. That if the Fr. had but fent 10000 Men 
more from Roufilion to ftrengthen their Ar- 
my, it had been eafie to carry on that Seige, 
tho’ our Fleet rode Mafters of the Sea; and 
how near they are already to the effecting 
it 5 the Fort being taken, and the Town 
not extraordinary ftrong on that lide. 

3. If they contider the Vigilance of the 
French ; how rarely ‘tis that they concert 
wrong Meafures; and how feldom fail in 
the Execution of their Projeéts, and how 
eafie it is for them to fend afmall Body of 
‘Froops-to their Army, the Miquelets be- 
ing however bold not able to ftanda fhock 
with 15 to 2o Battalions. 

4- If they confider our Fleet carries no 
Forces capable to add any fufficient Strength 
to the Garrifon,fo as to make them able to 
face the French, when the Batteries having 
ruin’d the Defences of the Place, they fhail 
march in at the Breach in Order of Battle 5 
the moft of the Men Sir Fobn Leake having, 
with him, being but two Battalions, till 
Captain Walker and Sir Geo. Bing joyn him : 
were all thefe things confider’d, it would 
appear very rafh to conclude the Seige 
rais'd, and the Frencb in their Wits. 

Ifthen it be true that the Siege is rais’d, 
as I fee no Reafon to doubt; 1 muft put 
it down amongft the weakeft and worft 
concerted Undertakings, that ever 1 knew 
the French (et about in all this War, that if 
it mifcarries, not only ruins ail their De- 
figns for that part of the World, dethrones 
their new ereéted King, and entirely outs 
them of the whole Kingdom of Spain ; but 
opens a Door for our Entrance into France 
in the moft defencelefs and difadvantagious 
Part for them, that can poliibly be ; ] mean 
on the Side of Languedoc, and by the Moun- 
tains of the Cevennes, which if it fhould 
come to be effected, the cpprefs’d Prote- 
ftants of thofe Countries may at laft have 
a Turn for their Liberty, and pay the 
French home for all their intolerable Bar- 
barities. 

I have been told, that indeed this had 
been done before, and 20 Battalions delign’d 
for the Siege of 7urin, were once diredted 
to be fent down the Rhone, and fhipp’d in 
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{mall Barks to reinforce the Marefchal de 
ibe; but that the powerful Influence fo 
Monfieur Chauvidard, who is fo refolutely 
bent upon the Siege of Turin in Favour of — 
the Duke de Feuillade, obftruéted it. y. 
If this be true, we may fee Divifions of 
Parties and Counfels have their Influence: 
in all che Adtions of the World, and with 
the fame Speculation, it is worth obferving,. 
how fatal fuch things are always to Goe 
vernments and great Undertakings. e 
If this be the true Reafon, here ’tisevi- 
dent then, that the grand Financier or 
Treafurer of France, has facrific’d the King — 
ot Spain, and the Sum of Affairs on that 
fide, to the private Family Glory of hisRee 
lation the Duke de Feuillade ; and how ridi- 
culous (uch things are, and how fatalto his 
Mafters Intereft, lec fuch People gucls, 
that us’d fo tell us of a certain Emulation — 
in the imperial Court, where inftead of res 
lieving and fupplying the great Prince Eue 
gene in his firft Campaign in Jraly, when — 
he had: the Superiority of the French every 
way, had pufh’c them to the very Gates 
of Cremona, and taken their General Prie — 
foner ; inftead of the powerful Succours 
and affiftance, which might have been fent 
him, and whichif ithad, he had madean 
End of the War in Jtaly long ago3 thofe — 
Succours were {pent inan honourary Voy- 
age of the King of the Romans to the Siege 
of lamdau, which the Germans {pent five 
Months in bringing to pals, and attcerwards © 
loft it again in 27 Days. : 
Thus Spain, from whence the Frencp na 
drawn Jmmenfe Riches, and continue every 
dayto draw more, by the Silver whereof 
they ere fupported in this War, and forthe 
Advantage whereof they began it ; is like 
to be facrific’d to the private Meafures 

and differing Interefts of the Minifters of 
State ; who begin mere than ufually to biafs | 
and mannage the Kings Refolutions, and 
have found the way to tuia the Scale of 
Aion, as it may be fuited to their Ad- — 

vantage. 7 
If this be fo, it will ferve very well to 
prompt the general Intereft of the Con- 
federacy; and the Confufion of their Coun- 
fels 
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_ fels will be the eftablifhing ours. For the 
_ Lofs of Turin may be the faving of Spain; 
in which the French are certainly miftaken, 
_ fince, had fume Troops been fpar’d to affift 
King Pbflip, the fupporting. him there, on 
- which fo much depends, muft in time haye 
‘compleated the Ruin of the Duke of Savoy, 
and Turin would have fallen in courfe. 
What admirable Inferences may be drawn 
_ from hence, to convince us of the Neceffity 
~ of a Conjun@tion of Councils, a Concur- 
_ fence of Meafures, and a Harmony of Ma- 
 hagewent, tor the due advancing the ge- 
- neral Good, and carcying on the War wich 
 Succefs ! 
_ Imight zo back to the contrary, and to 
_ our Colt we have feen, how the general 
~Sublervience of every part, to the fingle 
Commands and Secret Kefolves of the 
_ French Court, has hitherto carried on their 
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_ Affairs with unufual Succefs;in vain theCon- 
federate Fleet were {uperiour to them, both 
in the Strength of their Navies and. the 
~ Goodnefs of their Troops ; they have con- 
~ quier’d by the meer Force of their exquifite

ties 5 Vigilance, to feethelr Advantages ; 
Judgment, to determine ; and Swiftnefs, to 
execute their Meafure. 

And while they continue: to out-do - us 
in thefe things ; while they can be in the 
Field before us; while they can aét, when 
we are feparated and gone;: while they 
can command, and we muft intreat: { con- 
fefs, I fee no Poffibility to prevent their 
having the better of us, tho’ the War 
fhould continue to the End of this Century. 

I have not room here, but I have had 
fome Thoughts to form a Scheme for the 
Continuance of this War ; for I yet fee no - 
End of it: and therefore it might not be 
amifs to propofe here, - if it be fett upon 
aright Foot, we fhall get Money by it, 
grow rich upon the War, and confequent- 
ly never delire tc make an End of it. ——— 
This I know would be pleafant- to fome 
Gentlemen, whofe Commiffions coft them 
more Money than they are worth; andto 
others, whofe Offices muft of Courfe ex- 
Bure wich the War; But of thismore here- 
after.
